Hereas Our well beloued Subiect Captaine T horneff Francke,

% ) [402tS of Fuell thzoughout Our Domintons, to the great benefit of all 


Our Dublects, eſpecially Bzewers, Dyers, Sope-boyiers, Salt ma⸗ 
At > kers, and all others which had oz might haue occaſion to vſe boyltng 
Foꝛnates, as allo foz the leſſening of that great annoyance of Smoak 
which is ſo much obnoxious to Our City of London, and to all other Ct- 
ties Townes Coꝛpoꝛate: wee in Our Paincely diſpoſition gractoufly 
intlining to further all woꝛthy Inuentions, eſpecially ſuch as tend ſo much to the generall good 
of Pur Subiects (and the pꝛeuention of the ſtartitte and conſumption of Fuell being a matter of 
no ſmall conſequence )didby Our Letters Patents, dated at Weſtminſter the ſecond day of No- 
uember in the Ninth ycere of Dur Reigne, grant to him, his Executozs, Adminiſtratoꝛs and 
Allignes, full x free liberty, licenſe, power authozity during the tearme of fourteen peeres then 
next enſuing, at his oz their owne pꝛoper coſts and charges to vſe,p2actiſe , and put in ure within 
Dur Dominions the ſauing of Fuell, and the leſſening that great annoyance of Smoake ; And 
to haue t eniop all ſuch benefit as ſhould 02 might be railed by making the ſaid wozkes, o: by in- 
ſtructing oz licenſing others to do the ſame, inhibiting all others of what eſtate, degree 02 condition 
ſoeuer, without his oꝛ their licenſe to vle 02 pzactile ſuch his Inuention within the tearme afozes 
aid, vnder the penalttes and pzoutſoes therin contained. But neuertheles,theſaid Thorneff Francke 
hath lately made his humble complaint to the Lozds of Our Pꝛiuy Countell, That diners per- 
ſons without his licenſe make vſe of his laid Inuention, to the lolle of his charges already there⸗ 
in expended and the fruſtrating of his expectations: Foz refoꝛmation of which iniary their Loꝛd⸗ 
ſhips tommanded certaine Our Juſtices of Peace of Pur County of Middleſex, oz any two of 
them, diligently to enquire alwell concerning the miury pꝛetended, ag what likelihood appeared 
Fat the ſame Pnuention might (oz with the p;opolition made buto Us. 
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And aun the offence by lmoake arifing fromthe Funnols of their new inuen- 
tion, is not the one halle of that which comes from the old Foꝛnates. 

Hinte therefoze expertence hath tuſtified the vle of the lame Jnuention to be lo greatly benefics 
all and aduantagious to Our weale publique, Wee doe hereby lirictly foꝛbid all Our Subiects 
whomloener, oz other perſon oꝛ perſons, inhabiting oꝛ refiding within Our Domtntons, to pze 
ſume to put in exetution, oz incroach vpon any part of Our ſaid Subiects Ynuention, without 
his ſpectall Litente firſt had and obtained vnder his hand and ſeale, vpon paine of Dur tuſtindig- 
nation and diſpleaſure. | 
And allo foz his further incouragement, wee haue thought it fit hereby ſo farre to take notice 
| of ſo acceptablea ſeruice, as to publiſh the ſame to all Our louing Sublects, whereby they mar 
not be ignozant of the benefit that may redound to them by the vle thereof, vpon ſuch reaſonable | 
ſatiſfaction to be by them yeeldedto Our laid Hubiett, as may make reparation foz his obleruas 
tions, trauells, experiments, labours, and expences. 

And usee doe hereby (traightly charge and command, all Paiozs, Sheriffes, Juſtices of 
Peace, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, and other Our Officers, Piniſters, and Subs - 
tetts of Us, Our Heires and Duccellozs, that they and every of them be helping and aſſiſtingto 
the ſaid Thorneffe Francke, His Executozs, Adminiltratozs, Deputies, and Allignes in all things 
attoꝛding to Our wolli and Pleaſure, during the terme in Our laid Letters Patents expzeſſed.
